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LETTER VL 
To the Kaimacham. 


IT Am returned to my former Lodging again, 
the Cafe of E/iachim: being not fo bad as my 
Fears. The Occafion of his Confinement were 
certain Words he {poke againft the Proceedings 
of Cardinal Mazariniand the Court, in Company 
of fuch as were ofhcious to oblige that Adiziffer. 
This was done at St. Denys, not far from Paris ; 
where they immediately caus’d him to be taken 
into Cuftody by the King’s Guards who quarter’d 
in that Town. It has coft him a confiderable 
Sum of Money to_purchafe his Liberty, which 
he now enjoys as before. I had other Thoughts, 
when I firft heard the News of his, being feized: : 
and that it was for fome feditious Expreflions : 
For then I cal’d to Mind, how he had acted laft- 
Year, by my Order, during the Tumults of Paris; 
and concluded, that fome unhicky Accident 
had now betray’d him : Which, if it were fo, 
would infalhbly bring me.into. the fame Danger. 
This made me fo fuddenly change my Habitation, 
and put a Stop to the Di/patches of the /ublime 
Port, I thought no Caution too much, to preferve 
the Affairs of my Commiffion. indemnified ; and, 
That it were better to offend in being tao wary, 
than too fecure. If I have taken wrong Mea- 
fures in thus abfconding, ’tis for want of fuller 
InftruGion from my Superiors. I wifh they would 
honour me with particular Rules, in cafe of 
fuch Emergencies ; then Ifhould fteer my 
Courfe, without running the Hazard of Rocks 
and Sands. I have often defired to know, Whe- 
ther if I were difcoverd, I fhould own my felf 
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an Agent for the Grand Seignior, But none of 
the Minifters have vouchfafed to dire&-me in this 
Point :° Whereby I may commit an irrepairable Mi- 
ftake, if fuch a Thing fhould happen. 

Adonai the Few informs me of an Attempt 
lately made to rob the Treafury of Venice; which 
according to his Defeription is very rich and 
magnificent. He fays, ‘There are twelve Crowns 
of pure Gold, and an equal Number of Breaft- 
plates of the fame Metal, fet with all Sorts of 
precious Stones of ineftimable Value: A hun- 
dred Veffels of Agat : Threefcore Services for the 
Altar, all of pure Gold, enrich’d with Diamonds, 
Sapphires, Emeralds, and other Stones of Price.

gel, and he would be glad to adorn the Apart-_ 
ments of his Heaven with thefe radiant Drops of

But the Gratitude of a Lion to a certain Slave 
in Rome, 1s beyond all Parallel, This Slave 
was. one of عامط‎ who were appointed .to 
combat- with wild Beafts in the Amphitheatre. 
according to the Cuftom of the ancient Romans, 
in the publick Shews which were exhibited to the 
People. As foon as the Lion was let loofe in the 
Pavement, he ran furioufly at the Slave ; but com- 
ing nearer, he ftopp’d on a fudden, asone alto- 
nifhed: Then he came gently towards the Slave, 
fawning upon him, and licking his Hand, which 
caus'd all the People to give a Shout, The Ex- 
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persr being prefent, and taking Notice of the feem-— 
ing Friendfhipand Acquaintance that was between 
the Slave and the Lion, fent for the Slave, and 
enquired the Occafion of fo ftrange an Accident. To 
whom the S/ave made the following Relation. 


٠ MyNane, faid he, is Andredus, and I am 
€ Slave to a certain Proconful, who having deter» 
min’d to kill me, I made my Efcape, and hid 
€ myfelf in a Cave; where I had not Jain long 
١ before this Lion, which you now fee, came in, 
being very lame of one Foot. As foon as he 
efpyd me, he came limping toward me, and 
ftretched forth the Paw that was wounded, as 
though he bege’d of me to eafe him. Affrighted 
» as I was, I took his Paw in my Hand, and 
pull’d out a great rageed Thorn, which ftuck 
>“ faft in it. Then I wafh’d the Wound with 
€ my own Water, whilft he lay very patiently 
“till I thoroughly drefs'd it. The Eafe he found 
by my Application made him fall afleep ; and 
when he awak’d, he lick’d my Hands, andfhew’d 
€ other Signs of Affeion and Gratitude. 1 liv’d | 
€ with him thus three Years in that Cave, and eve- 
6 Day he brought me a Share of his Prey, on

€ cape. I wandered up and down three Days, 
€ when a Company of Soldiers meeting with me,

€ has condemn’d me to this cruel Death. But it 
€ feems Fortune fo order’d it, that this Lion fhould 
‘ be taken about the fame time, and appointed to

€ me for my former Kindnefs, © 1 sen 
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The Emperor aftonifh'd and pleafed at this Paf- 
fage gaye the Slave his Life and Freedom, beftow=- 
ing alfo the Lion on him, which brought him in 
a conftant Livelyhood, by fhewing him. to all 
People ; who having heard of this wonderful Ac- 
cident, were defirous to fee both the Liow and his 
Tenant, for fo they ftl’d the Slave; and fome: 
call’d him the Lions Phyjician. 

I fhould think I had {aid enough already ‘to tire 
thy Patience, and make thee forfwear reading my 
Letters for the future, were 1 not well acquainted 
with thy Genizs, and know that thou delighteft in 
Relations of this Nature, being no Enemy to the 
harmlefs Brutes, |. ©.
